Bailey of Texas, who was one of tht 
principals In a personal encounter on 
the floor of the senate, advocated the 
manly art of self-defense in a speech 
before the Mississippi society.

Washington, March 30.—That the 
discharge of 25,000 employes by the 
New York Central railroad and of 15,- 
000 by the Pennsylvania lines may be 
part of a plan devised to arouse popu 
lar support for the five per cjn t in­ 
crease in freight rates sought by the 
carriers 
was 
suggested 
by 
Clifford 
Thorne, Iowa railroad commissioner. 
Mr. Thorne will appear before the in­ 
terstate commerce commission in op­ 
position to the application of eastern 
railroads for an increase of rates. 
Mr. Thorne will appear before the 
committee in behalf of five states in 
the central West which are opposing 
the rate increase. 
Discussing *he ac­ 
tion of the railroads, Mr. Thorne said: 
"I sincerely trust the discharge of 
employes was not for the purpose of 
influencing the commission. 
"If these acts are done at this par 
ticular time for the purpose of influ­ 
encing the decision in this case, and 
if that is the object in taking off some 
sixty passenger trains and removing 
other facilities which will seriously 
discommode the public, then these are 
very effective methods of browbeating 
this tribunal—nothing more and notb 
ing less. 
“Out west such methods are old and 
familiar. 
1 do not cl^ m that is the ob 
ject. 
I hope sincerely that it is not 
the object and that these gentlemen 
do not hope to influence this distin­ 
guished tribunal in that manner. Gov­ 
ernor Larrabee, one of the pioneers in 
the movement for intelligent railroad 
regulation, described, in his book on 
railroads, with great detail, precisely 
these same tactics which were used 
in Iowa 25 years ago. 
“The discharge of 40,000 men does 
not prove a solitary fact at issue in 
this case. 
It simply proves the colos­ 
sal power of a few men, who can 
throw 40,000 people or families out of 
| means of daily sustenance. 
“If that is to be the test for deciding 
i this ease, there is «ibsolutely no rea 
S son why the same method cannot be 
resorted to a year from now and the 
#.ext year, and so on for the future. 
“If such acts are to control the re­ 
sults in cases involving annual returns 
on a substantial portion of our entire 
national we a lth, then government reg­ 
ulation is a farce. The sooner we find 
that out the better it will be for all 
concerned. 
I cannot believe for an in­ 
stant that such will be the case.
